THE MARQUIS OP LORNE AT 
"WASHINaTOlT. ' 

Ho is Dinod and Feted and is Mado 
Generally Happy. 

Washington, Jan. 27. — After leaving 
the capital to day the Marquis of 
Lorne, accompanied by his suite 
und the British minister, called upon the 
secretary of state, who had been for some 
days past, and still is, confinod to his 
house by a severe cold. The interview 
was quite an extended one, during which 
the secretary presented the ladies of his 
family to the marquis. The marquis at- 
tended a reception of Mrs. McElroy, the 
president's sister, at the exocutivo man- 
sion, at 7:30 p.m. The marquis, party 
left the legation and wero driven to the 
White house to meet tho presi Sent at din- 
ner. Elaborate preparations were mado. 
Tho parlors wore tastofully decorated 
with flowers and plants, while the state 
dining room receivod nioro than the 
usual care in its adornment. In the cen- 
ter table a large Indian canoe of purple 
sind white carnations, rested dn a large 
mirror, trimmed with calla lilies, roses and 
smilax. At eithorend of the, canoe were 
minute Canadian sleds, formed of crim- 
son flowers, while at the end of the table 
were floral designs, representing La Crosse 
clubs and snow shoes. The guests began 
to arrive at 7 :45, and were received in 
the east room by the president and Mrs. 
McElroy. At 8 o'olock the marine band 
struck up "Hail to . the Chief," and the 
presidont, with Mrs. Frelinghuysen, led 
tho way to the dining room. The Mar- 
quis of Lorno, with Mrs. McElroy fol- 
lowed and were seated at the table vis a 
vis to the president and Mrs. Frolinghuy- 
sen. To-morrow evening tho marquis 
will be ontertained at dinner by General 
Sherman. 

The Marquis of Lome left tho gallery 
of tho house upon the conclusion of Mc- 
Kinley's speech. He was conducted by 
tho speaker to' a room in the rear of the 
hall of representatives, where an infor- 
mal reception was hold. The members 
of the hou8o committoe on foreign rela- 
tions wore first presented, then the mem- 
bers generally. The visitor compliment- 
ed McKinley upon his speech, and for a 
few minutos they stood talking, and some 
allusion was made to the effect tho tariff 
system would have upon Canada. From 
tho houso the party wore conduoted, by 
the Bergoant-at-arms, to the senate. Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Bright mot them and con- 
ducted tho marquis to the floor, where an 
informal presentation of the senators took 
placo. Plumb was speaking on tho tariff 
while the introduction was going on, and 
after an hour'B conversation Lome and 
party lef t the capitol. 

THE CONNECTING- LINK. 

The Important Event that ia to 
Transpire on or about July 
1st, Next. 

IPorthnJ News.) 

Tho residents of Seattle have for a long 
time been seriously talking of what a me- 
tropolis that place would be when they 
should have direct railroad communica- 
tion with the outside world. Now it 
seems that their fondest hopes are to be 
realized and that by tho first of July next 
the shrill whistle of the engine will be a 
welcomo sound to all residii g in that 
prosperous port. 

Recently a reporter of the News had an 
extended interview with a gentleman who 
is connected with Nounan & Co. , the con- 
tractors for grading the road from Puyal 
lup to Black River junction, a distanco of 
twenty-one miles. At that point, which 
is twelve miles from Seattle, thoy strike 
the Columbia and Fuget Sound railroad, 
which they are to widen to the standard 
railroad guago of tho country. These 
gentlemen now employ 700 Chinamen and 
100 white men, paying the Chinamen $1 
per day and tho white men $2. Tho sec- 
tion they are now going through is very 
wet and the force ia mainly engaged in 
driving piles, bridging and dredging. As 
soon as good weather comes on, the force 
will be doubled and work crowded to the 
utmost limit. Nounan & Co. are old 
railroad contractors, having been engaged 
on the leading roads of California, Colo- 
rado and New Mexico. The people of 
Seattle are still enthusiastic on building 
their own road, so as to havo direct com- 
munication with tho east through Sno- 
qualmie Pass, but as yot no definite steps 
have been taken. 

Sandwich Islands. 

On Monday, tho 11th of December, a 
woman named Kaiu.uka, residing at Kil- 
lae. South Kona, gaviJ birth to a child 
which proves to be a strange freak of na- 
ture. The mouth resembles that of a 
shark; the oyes and fingers, those of a 
lizard; and the body and feet thoao of a 
natural-born child. 

Tho primo minister, as president of the 
board of health, has mado arrangements 
to introduce Sisters of Charity into the 
kingdom to help nurso tho sick. 

Tho king's ministers have made a tour 
around tho island of Oahu, and recom- 
monded tho construction of a railroad 
around a portion of the island. 

Tho marine railway was opened onNevv 
Year's day by tho hauling up of a steam- 
er. It will accommodate vtsscls of 2000 
tons burdon. Tho enterprise lis entirely 
successful.

Australia. 



VICTORIA. 

At a dinner given by the Mayor of Col- 
lingwood to welcome Henry Walker, who 
was four times Mayor of the municipality 
on his return to tho colony, Sir Julius 
Vogol declared his opinion that tho pre- 
sent talk about federation of the colonies 
was a groat piece of humbug. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Froz- 
en Meat Company it was stated that, with 
one oxception, tho six shipments made 
during the year had resulted in a los3, 
owing to the high prico of meat in the 
colony. 

NKW SOUTH WALES. 

A general election has just been held. 
It will bo remembered that the govern- 
ment was defeatod on the second reading 
of the land bill — a measure that did very 
little more than consolidate the existing 
Acts, with some unimportant modifica- 
tions and amendments. Sir John Rob- 
inson, the secretary for lands and author 
of the bill, was the original introducer of 
tho principle of free selection before sur- 
vey, in 1801, and ho still adhered firmly 
to that principlo and had embodied it in 
the land bill of 18S2. The opposition, 
howovcr, led by Alexander Stuart, con- 
tended that free selection before survey, 
if it over had clone good, had survived its 
usefulness and had become the parent of 
such ills as dummying and black-mailing. 
The issues thus raised wero -deemed by 
tho government fair matters of appeal to 
the country, and hence the recent disso- 
lution. The verdict, however, has been 
most unmistakably against tho govern- 
ment. The first election was that for 
East Sydney, which resulted in the do- 
feat of the Premier (Sir Henry Parkes) 
and the Minister for Mines (Dr. Remvick.) 
Th members elected wero CL H. Reid and 
E. Barton, two gentlemen who were in 
decided opposition to the government oh 
their land policy. In the . face of so 
strongly-expressed an opinion as this 
there was naturally only ono course opon 
to tho government — to resign their posi- 
tions in the cabinet—- and this, it is un- 
derstood, they have resolved upon doing. 
They will, it is said, retain office until the 
now parliament assembles on tho 3d of 
January, when, after the members have 
been sworn in, they will at onco resign 
and give Stuart an opportunity of form- 
ing a cabinet. Many rumors are already 
abroad as to the probable composition of 
the now ministry, but of course there has 
been nothing definitely done in the mat- 
ter as yet. Stuart will, no doubt, bo 
premier, and among those who are moat 
likely to join him are G. H. Reid, Sir 
Patrick Jeuuings, Copeland, and possibly 
Coombs and Sutherland. ij 

QUEENSLAND. 

The steamer New England was totally 
wrecked on the bar- of Clarenco River on 
December 24th, and sixteen persons 
drowned. 

Tho Queensland government has con- 
cluded a contract with a syndicate for the 
construction of transcontinental railway, 
to be finished within so von and a half 
years, under a land grant system. 

Tho Northern Paoiflo to bo Complet- 
ed by August 1st. 

San Fkanx'isuo, Jan. 27. — J no. Muir, 
superintendent of traffic of the western 
division of tho Northern Pacific railway, 
speaking in connection with the business 
of that road, said that the road would be 
completed from St, Paul to Portland by 
August next. All that intervenes at 
present to prevent a through road is a 
gap of 300 miles, and by the time the 
Bozoman and Mullen tunnels 'are finished 
tho gap will be filled. 

It is barely possible that heavy weather 
or some unforeseen accident would delay 
matters, but ho was satisfied that by next 
fall 1910 mi}es of road would permit New 
York passengers to arrive at Portland and 
Seattle on Puget Sound, without a break 
in the line excepting to cross Columbia 
river on tho Oregon aide to a point op- 
posite Kalama. From present indica- 
tions the road will be completed the com- 
ing summer, thus giving eastern Oregon 
and Washington Territory through con- 
nection with deep water on tho Sound, 
an advantage only to be appreciated by 
those knowing the extraordinary wheat- 
raising capacities of that section of coun- 
try. Until very recently wheat growers 
have been working at great disadvantage, 
owing to the fact that they wore shut off 
from easy communication with the mar- 
kets. 



Now Zealand. 



The government has determined to oc- 
cupy Kawhia. " This harbor is situated on 
tho west coast of tho provincial district 
of Auckland, between Manukau and Ta'- 
ranaki. It is a good harbor, suitable for 
a harbor of refuge, and giving access to a 
considerable district of fertile country. 
But during the war it was closed against 
Europeans, and the European traders 
who wore settled there had to leave. 
Since then the natives have held it en- 
tirely. One of the early traders, Mr. 
Charlton, purchased a piece of land hav- 
ing deep-wator frontage, and a few years 
ago this was put up for public sale and 
was bought by the government. It is 
now intended to survey the land for a 
township and to buoy the harbor. The 
resolution of the government to occupy 
the land was communicated to Tawhiao, 
who returned an answer making a kind of 
formal protest. It is not anticipated, 
however, that the natives will offer any 
resistance, and a footing will havo been 
gained in tho very heart of the King 
country. 

Canada. 

Montreal, Jan. 27. — Enos McMaster, 
lato manager of the Glasgow-Canadian 
Land & Trust Company, SeotUt.own, was 
arrested when about to start for Austra- 
lia, on the charge of embezzlement for 
§15,000. He was lately a candidate for 
parliament. 

— Full returns of 
the Provinciol elections givo 10 govern- 
ment supporters, and 11 to the opposi- 
tion.

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QUATSINO COAL FIELD. 

One Soam Pound and Anotner Ex- 
pected. 

It will bo remembered that a few 
months ago Mr. Toomey, a mining ex- 
pert and a staff of mechanics and labor- 
ers numbering some twenty men, took a 
complete coal prospecting plant, consist- 
ing of a steam engine, boring apparatus, 
etc., etc., round to, Coal harbor on Quat- 
sino Sound. Yesterday Mr. Toomey re- 
turned by way of Fort Rupert nnd Alert 
Bay to Nanaimo, by the steam schooner 
Dolphin, and from thero to this city by 
tho Alexander; He reports that at the 
depth of 24 feet an excellent seam of coal 
was struck, but not of sufficient thickness 
to be worked remuneratively at present. 
It is only 2(3 inches through, but what 
was tested was found to coke perfectly 
and to be n superior quality of bituminous 
coal. a. fine quality of fire clay was then 
entered and the bore was still in it when 
Mr. T. left. Ho is expecting every day 
to hear that a thickor and workable seam 
has beou found, as Mr. Henderson, the 
foreman and mining expert, is confident 
that before a depth of 75 feet is reached, 
such a seam will be mot with. 

Q'he party has erected largo and com- 
fortable houses over their machinery and 
shaft, and also for their own accommo- 
dation. A great deal of work has boon 
done already and tho whole district will 
be thoroughly prospected before anything 
is removed. The present shaft in admir- 
ably located for shipment of coul, boin# 
only about 100 yards from ton fathom 
water, on a gontle incline, in a perfectly 
sheltered basin, in the land locked east 
arm of Quatsino, some 20 miles from tho 
open ocean from which one tide will tako 
a vessel to tho contemplated wharf. Coal 
harbor is only about 22 miles from Fort 
Rupert, 10 of which aro up tho oast arm 
of tho Sound. 

Mr. Toomey loft the day before Christ- 
mas to cross over to Rupert; but the 
shocking condition of the so-caljed trail, 
or rather no trail at all, obliged him to 
go back after penetrating a very fow miles 
into the wilderness. On the second at- 
tempt ho succeeded in getting over, al- 
though at great risk of lifo and limb. Mr. 
T. , some time ago offered on behalf of his 
company, to pay one half tho oxpense of 
opening up thi3 trail, which would be of 
great benefit not only to his own party, 
but to tho trading interests of Fort Ru- 
pert and the northern portion of tho 
island. From Fort Rupert ho went over 
to Alert tfay, where he awaited the arri- 
val of the Dolphin. In a fow days Mr. 
Toomey will return to Quatsino with 
more supplies. 

Marino. 

Capt. Worth, of the steamship Uma- 
tilla, seventy-six hours from San Fran- 
cisco, arrived Saturday night. Captain 
Worth reports having experienced heavy 
seas' and rough, stormy weather on tho 
trip up, and as an evidence of this fact 
the Umatilla came in minus her foretop- 
mast and main stay-sails. On entering 
tho Straits she passed, bound in, four 
ships, two baiks and one barkentino, 
names unknown. Nearly all of those 
vessels gave evidence of tho stormy wea- 
ther encountered outside. One of these 
was ascertained to be tho ship Yosemito, 
with her top-gallant yard carried away. 
Tho barkentino had her spanker and 
main-sails split. Tho bark had lost her 
main royal mast, and put into Port Dis- 
covery, which was evidently her destina- 
tion. So far as known, no vessels wore 
lost. — Scuttle Clu-onicle. 

Mail steamship G. W. Eldor sailed for 
San Francisco at noon yestorday. She 
has 100 passengers and 444 tons of freight.

LONDON LETTER. 

&ladstoL,o'a Hoalth Improving— An- 
other Irian Session Probable- 
French Affairs, Etc 

(Special to the Oreconlan.) 

New York, Jan. 28. — The Tribune's 
cable letter says: Accounts from Cannes 
all represent Gladstone as rapidly regain- 
ing health. Ho is resolved to return to 
London before parliament meets and his 
friends aro equally resolved to keep him 
where he is. There is nothing in the 
present state of public business requiring 
Mr. Gladstone's personal attention. 

Irish matters, although grave, demand 
no fresh decision. Every day's develop- 
ments strengthen the conviction at Dub- 
lin caslla that organized assassination 
will be broken up. The officials say that 
certain men now under arrest are deeply 
indicated. Tho resolvo of Miehaol Davitt 
and Healey to go to prison rather than 
give surety disturbs nobody. 

The Mallow election only proves that 
Irish voters believe that more commis- 
sions are obtainable by opposing than by 
supporting tho government. It is ob- 
vious that the ministry neither intends 
to change its policy in Ireland nor to suf- 
fer the next session to be occupied exclu- 
sively with Irish complaints. 

The French crisis continues to excite 
endless discussion in England, tho con- 
servatives predicting an, impending eol- 
hipso of tho republic.

Othor National Affairs. 

London-, Jan. 28. — The crew of the 
steamer Argow, which arrived at Hull, 
state -that the night beforo the collision 
between the Cimbria and Sultan they 
passed, whiie on the voyage from London 
to Bremon, a largo mail steamer. They 
first perceived through tho fog her mast- 
head and green lights on tho port bow of 
tho steamer coming at an angle. They 
immediately put thoir helm to starboard 
and passed cloar. They all declare that 
she (the Cimbria) did not sound her whis- 
tle. This occurred three hours before 
tho collision. Another captain of the 
Wilson lino of steamers declares he saw 
the chief engineer of the Sultan, who 
says he was not on duty. Ho was on 
deck in the after part of tho vesnel. An 
hour and a half afterwards ho cried every 
person aboard. Ho beliovud the Cimbria 
had sailed away. 

Cork, Jan. 28. — Tho convicts at Llano- 
bowline island attacked the wardens and 
badly boat tho polico. Tho military 
quelled tho mutiny af tor several prisoners 
were hurt. 

Joseph Cowan, radical member of par- 
liament, telegraphed Davitt: " if you 
or Healy desire to give bail I will become 
ono of your bondsmen." 

Dublin, Jan. 27. — A largo bog near 
Castle Rea shifted its position to-day, 
causing great excitement, and apprehen- 
sions are felt for tho safety of a portion 
of Castle Rao. 

Two tons weight of guns and pistols 
were removed from Rathkealo to Lim- 
erick ill apprehension of a fonian raid on 
the town. 

Pakis, Jan. 28. — Tho government and 
committee of deputies liavo agreed to ac- 
cept tho project of Fttbre, which proposed 
that tho Orleans princes bo prohibited 
from filling any civil or military posts. 
At tho cabinet council to-day tho minis- 
ters decided to accept a compromise be- 
tween tho government and tho committee 
of deputies on the question of excluding 
tho pretenders, based upon Fabrq's pro- 
posal, which also prohibits 'he pretenders 
from exercising olectivo functions. Ad- 
miral .luarokinberry then resigned. Gen- 
eral Billot announced he should oppose 
tho measures, but consented to remain in 
office provisionally, in order to avoid a 
ministerial crisis. Tho committee on be- 
ing informed of the resolution of tho 
cabinet, agreed, G to 5, to support Fabre's 
proposal. 

Duclerc declines Fabro's compromise, 
and insists upon tho retention of tho gov- 
ernment's proposals, in thoir original 
form. Ho communicated his decision to- 
night to President Grovy and the minis- 
ters. Falliors and Davos asserted that 
General Billot sharua Duclorc's views. 

De Cassagnac writes in tiio Pays that 
Ex-Empress Eugenie did not, during her 
visit in Paris, roquest him to modify his 
attitude toward Prince Jerome. Those 
who allirm she associated horsolf with tho 
Prince Jerome's policy, ho says, insult 
her. Hor journey to Paris was simply to 
her family, a voluntary and chivalrous 
generosity. 

La France says: The judgo d'instruc- 
tion, having charge of tho investigation in 
Prince Jerome's case, to-day, transmitted 
his report in relation thoroto to tho court, 
which will decide soon about future pro- 
ceedings. 

It is not likely Duclerc will bo woll 
enough even by Tuesday to attend tho 
sittings of tho chamber of deputies; Tho 
reception on Saturday was countermanded 
on account of his illness. Duclerc has 
undergone a cupping operation. 

Dr. Ricord was allowed to see Prince 
Jerome, who is suffering from his close 
confinement. It is probable that tho 
princo will bo permitted to go to tho hos- 
pital. 

The report that tho Count do Cham? 
bord has landed at Port Vendres, is 
wholly unfounded. The streets in tho 
first, socond and eighth arondissemonis, 
in which aro situated tho Louvre, the 
Bourso, tho Bank of Franco, Elysee pal- 
ace and other public buildings have boon 
patrolled by a small detachment of in- 
fantry for several nights past. 

Lyons, Jan. 28. — Tho town is in a 
stato of excitement. It is rumored that 
Anarchists intend to storm tho prison of 
St. Paul, where Princo Krapotkino is 
confined. Troops and polico are posted 
in a neighboring prison and other precau- 
tions are taken. 

Pauls, Jan. 28. — The remains of Gus- 
tavo Dote wore interred at Cemetery Pero 
LaChaise. Alexander Dumas delivered 
an oration at the grave. 

It is reported that Do Freycinot and 
Wilson will form tho now cabinet. 

Havke, Jan. 28. — A British steamer, 
in distress, showing tho signal letters 
" U. W. H. Q." was spoken January 12th 
in latitude 45 degrees north, longitude 25 
degrees west. 

PARIS, Jan. 28. — President Grevy has 
accepted the resignation of ministers. 

London, Jan. 23.— St. Petersburg dis- 
patch denies tho report of tho fire at 
Nicolieff, Moacaw. 

Tho Telegraph ha3 received a second 
warning for violation of the press laws. 

Eugenie told a reporter she had neither 
soon nor written to Princo Napoleon, nor 
attempted to do so. She had communi- 
cated with the French government and 
there was no hint that her departure was 
necessary. She returned to London hav- 
ing accomplished tho object of her jour- 
noy, whioh was simply one of family sym- 
pathy with the Princess Mathildo. 

A settlement of the question between 
tho land owners and crofters, at Glendalo, 
IbIo of Skye, is expected, as arbitration 
ha3 been docided upon. 

Edinuuiiou, Jan. 28.— Gait, the high 
commissioner for Canada, referring to 
tho relations of British, colonies to the 
ompire, said it was doubtful whether, as 
tho colonies incroased in material power, 
they would continue to bo satisfied. Their 
present position of separation, ho said, 
was neither necessary nor desirable He 
suggested the possibility of fomenting tho 
whole empire by a scheme of imperial 
federation. 

London, Jan. 20. — A 'heavy galo pre- 
vails to-day, particularly at South Park 
and Livorpool, causing much damage to 
shipping, also to houses. A schooner was 
lost with all hands at Yarmouth. At Old- 
ham two persons wore killed and six in- 
jured by the gale. 

London, Jan. '28. — The steamer wreck- 
ed near Swansea, was tho Agnes Jack, 
from Sardinia, with lead. A witness of 
tho disaster saw tho crew of twelve men 
swept from tho mast. Tho steamer was 
out of tho roach of rockets and unap- 
proachable by boats. All hands perished, 
including the captain, who stripped to 
swim ashore. 

Tho German bark Admiral Princo Al- 
bert is ashore at Wumble's Head, Wales. 
A life-boat sent to the roscuo was stove in 
and six of the crew drowned. 



A largo steamer was wrecked to day 
near Swansea. The crew perished. 

Vienna, Jan. 27. — In the lower house 
of tho reichrath to-day, in connection 
with the collision between the steamers 
Cimbria and Sultan, the members favored 
the use of electric light on railways and 
ships. 

P'KSTH, Jan. 28. — A violent storm 
raged in Hungary on Friday, in tho dis- 
trict of Oravitza. Most of tho housos 
wero destroy od. 

St. Petehsbuku, Jan. 28. — A secret 
revolutionary press has been discovered 
in Odessa and sovoral Nihilists wore ar- 
rented. 

Copenhagen, Jan. 27.— Garnet, the 
merchant who fitted out tho Arctic ex- 
ploring steamer Dymphna, is organizing 
a relief expedition to proceed by way of 
Siberia. 

Dublin, Jan. 28. — Twenty-one pris- 
oners wore arraigned in tho police court 
last Saturday on tho charge of conspiracy 
to murder government ofiicors, and who 
wero remanded to bo re-examined to-mor- 
row. The investigation will bo held in 
tho Kilmaiuham court house, as tho gov- 
ernment fears tho prison van might be 
attacked if the accused wero brought bo- 
fore the polico court hero. The court 
house in Kilmainham, which adjoins the 
jail, ia guarded by military. Thore is an 
underground passage botween Kilmain- 
ham jail and court house, so no commu- 
nication between the prisoners and thoir 
friends is possible during tho transit from 
tho jail. No doubt exists but that the 
prisoners' friends aro greatly exasporated 
at the information tho government has 
received, and they will avail themselves 
of any opportunity to take vengeance. 

It is reported astounding disclosures are 
to be made in regard to the Phojnix Park 
murders, and that tho evidence to bo 
given will completely eclipse that obtained 
Saturday. 

William Lamie, informer, brother-in- 
law of Boole, charged with participation 
in the murder of dotectivo Cox, deposed: 
He was sworn a member of tho Fenian 
brotherhood in 1807; ho attended, with 
Poole, the meetings of tho Irish republi- 
can brotherhood; l J oolo was the C. Curley 
that used to bo there. [Witness here 
created laughter by his inability to recog- 
nize Curley in the dock.] Witness attend- 
ed the meetings with tho prisoners Brady 
and Marotitjy; James Byrne, of tho cen- 
ter, was arrested, and after his arrest 
Ward made tho center; Poolo succeeded 
Ward; witness recollected tho murdor of 
Konnoy, in Seville; two years ago; Ward 
and Poolo were arrested for that crime, 
and witness became a center; the mooting 
of the council of centers was then hold in 
York street and was attended by the pri- 
soners Joseph Mullett, Michael Fagan, 
Sylvester Kingston and witness; the next 
meeting was attonded by the same per- 
sons, together with Patrick Dolaney, Jas. 
Lee, Robert Farroll and James Boland; 
Mullett occupied the chair. It was de- 
cided to arrange for the appointment of a 
new vigilanco committee to carry out the 
decreos oftho directory; Jas. Mullett was 
chairman of tho directory; complaints 
wero made at this meeting of Poolo," and 
the chairman said the matter would bo 
dealt with whon a vigilanco comtnitteo 
was formed; all understood what vigilanco 
committee, for Mullett said it would be 
well to sond Kingston and MoFamary 
•way; the meeting of the Centres was 
held the following Sunday in Glassneven 
cemetery'; Joseph Mullett, Danl. Do- 
lanoy, Farrell and others wero prosent; 
witnoss gavo Mullett money and Mullett 
gavo him a receipt for tho same under the 
xame of Salmon, on December 31st last; 
the same evening tho meeting was hold in 
a public house, mention was made of the 
threat of Mallon, superintendent of de- 
tectives; Mullet said Mallon would not 
get a chance to prosocuto if the now vigi- 
lanco committee was formed, as ho would 
bo killod; after tho murder of detective 
Cox, the old vigilanco committee was 
broken up; each of the nine centers select- 
ed two men from the rank and file of the 
bi'othorhood; these eighteen men wore in- 
troduced to tho chairman, who sworo 
them in , as a vigilanco commLloe; thoy 
wore bound to obey him. Witnoss 
brought in Devino and Hawkins Boland, 
a member of the directory, and 
Kingston, as members of tho former vigi- 
lance committee, \vitue83 had been ar- 
rested for tho murder of Kennay, but 
liberated; told tho polico I would givo in- 
formation a week ago; don't expect any 
money; did not tell Poole I would inform. 
Police inspector Fogarty proved that in 
December, 1881, ho found at -prisoner 
Wholon's residence a largo quantity of 
arms and ammunition, information about 
whioh had been givon by Bailoy, Whe- 
lan's brother-in-law, subsequently murd- 
ered in Shipper's alley. 

The inquiry was adjourned for a week. 
Tho crown counsel statos that next Satur- 
day important evidence regarding the 
Phoenix park murder will be given. 

Neither Davitt, Healey nor Quinn will 
consent to givo bail. They will conse- 
quently go to prison. 

It is stated in that ovont thoy will 
probably be, sentenced to solitary con- 
ihi&ment at hard labor in Kilmainham 
jail. 

Dublin, January 27.— Tho prisoners 
charged with conspiracy to murder Field, 
wero arraigned in court to-day. Alice 
Carroll positively identified Brady, Kelly 
and Kavanaugh as assailants of Field. 
Another witnoss testified that tho abovo 
mentioned men wore implicated in the 
attack. 

Vienna, Jan. 28. — A placard was post- 
ed a few days ago in tho public garden of 
St. Petersburg, enjoining tho people to 
avoid places frequented by the court lest 
they should be hurt by anything that 
might happen. 

London, Jan. 29. — Bark Royal Tar, 
from Philadelphia for Liverpool, was 
driven into Penarth road. Tho decks 
were swept and other damage was done. 
Ono man was lost. Ten bodies wero 
washed ashore near Penarth. A steamer 
is supposed to have foundorod with all on 
board, 20 in number, near Port Hall. A 
vessel, supposed to be the steamer Clack 
Watch, sunk off Mumblehead, and 26 
persons wero drowned. Sho was 1395 
tons burden, and belonged to Cardiff in 
Wales. 

London, Jan. 29. — Tho heaviest floods 
in the British lake district for twenty 
yoars now prevails. Lakos Dermot, 
Twarer, and Bassinthwaito now join. A 
portion of Kozwick is submerged. 

Paris, Jan. 29. — Tho Princo of Wales 
arrived at Cannes ineognito. Ho is thero 
for his heitlth. 

London, Jan. 27. — A gunboat has gone 
to Innesmurray Island, Ireland, with pro- 
visions for the inhabitants, who are re- 
ported starving. 

Pauls, Jan. 27. — Tho magistrate con- 
ducting the inquiry into tho eaBe against 
Princo Napoleon statea there is not suf- 
ficient causo shown for further proceed- 
ings. 

Pa&is, Jan. 27- — The Imperialists de- 
clare that the ex-Empress Eugenie was 
not requested to leave Franco, but left 
only because idio feared that tho marks of 
sympathy she received might develop 
into a political demonstration, and there- 
by compromise hor friends.

Marshal McMahon and Count Robert. 

The i'fandard correspondent has infor- 
mation that tho ex- Empress expressed the 
opinion that Princo Napoleon was a hero, 
and in her general approbation of the 
terms of tho Princo's manifesto, but added 
theretothe recommendation that heshould 
formally renounce his claims as the heir 
apparant of the BonapartistB in favor of 
Prince Victor, and so secure tho union of 
the Imperialist party and conforming to 
the testament of the Princo Imperial. 
Just bofore the ex-Empress departed a 
young priest pushed his way through the 
crowd of friends who surrounded her car- 
riage. After kissing her hand respect- 
fully, ho whisperod to her t> few moments. 
Ho then withdrew and joined another 
priost, with whom ho went away. This 
incident caused aorne sensation, as no one 
scarcely know who the young priest was. 

Marseilles, Jan. 27. — Royalist jokes 
continue at Toulouso, while banners with 
tho flou-do lis are hoisted in Nimes. 



Eastern Statos. 



Omaha, Jan. 28. — A terrific explo- 
sion of dynamite occured this morning 
at Floronce Cut, nine miles north of 
Omaha, where a largo camp of railroad 
laborers are at work on tho Omaha it 
St. Paul railroad. Dynamite is used 
for blasting frozen earth,and tho Dyn- 
amite cartridges had been frozen. The 
men were thawing them out near the 
fire when the explosion ensued. A 
frame building in which were quite a 
number of men, was blown to pieces, 
and several men were seriously wound- 
ed, but, strange to say, none were kill- 
ed. Two of the wounded men have 
been brought into the hospital in this 
city. The concussion of the explosion 
was felt for miles around. 

Charleston, S. C, Jan. 28. — H. M. 
S. Dido sailed for Bermuda this morn- 
ing, bearing Princess Louise and party. 

Washington, Jan. 2G. — The First 
National Bank, of Baker City, Oregon, 
is authorized to commence business. 
Capital, $50,000. 

New York, Jan, 25.— Henry T. 
Morgan, a well known banker and bro- 
ker of this city, died this morning in a 
carriage, while returning from Wall 
street to his homo. 

New york, Jan. 27. — Vanderbilt's 
family excursion to the Pacific coast 
will probably start next Wednesday 
and will return in about a month. 

New York, ./an. 28. — The World's 
London special says: Notes of pre- 
paration for the approaching sassion 
begin to be heard through the press 
and at Clubs. Sir Stafford Northcote 
will undoubtedly return in time for 
the opening of the house, but it is con- 
sidered at least doubtful whether Glad- 
stone will be there on the treasury 
benioli to meet him. The premier's 
friends are all exceedingly anxious that 
he should remain at Cannes until Eas 
ter, but he iB once more thirsting for 
tho fray, and will insist on being at 
his post when the session opens. 
Good councils should prevail and his 
vacation be prolonged. The leader- 
ship of the liberal party in the house 
of commons will by the kind permis- 
sion of Dilke, be devolved upon Mar- 
quis Hartington, but if any perman- 
ent changes should happen to become 
necessary, the marquis will go over- 
board, as he did when the liberals re- 
turned to power, in spite of all the 
promises that had been made. 

It seems altogether probable that 
Irish affairs will once more occupy at 
least the chief part of the coming ses" 
sion. On every side evidence is afford- 
ed that ministerial measures to concil- 
iate the people of the sister idland, 
from which so much was oxpocted, have 
resulted in utter failure. Homo rule is 
still the roal point aimed at by tho groat 
majority of tho island and its political 
leaders, and thoy have the connivance, if 
not tho open support, of a largo and most 
influential section of the radical party in 
England. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that members of the house of commons 
begin to look forward to "another Irish 
session" with anticipations tho reverse of 
cheerful. 

Recent accidents to steamships on ad- 
joining waters, like those that befel the 
Cimbria and tho City of Brussels, and tho 
long passages of several of the Atlantic 
steamers have excited much newspaper 
discussion hero. Scientific authorities 
now denounce the system of water-tight 
buikheads as useless and absurd with 
quito as much vohomenco as they once 
urged it upon steamship buildors as the 
only method whereby safety could bo se- 
cured. Tho papers, of course, comment 
with admirable gravity upon the groat 
dangers of Atlantic travel, forgotting ap- 
parently that more peoplo aro killed in 
one year in tho streets of London than 
uro lost in fivo ordinary years of steamer 
traffic across tho Atlantic. The present 
hubbub, however, will result in the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission of in- 
quiry into construction of ocean steam- 
ships. Tho sinking of the City of Brus- 
sels being universally considered as a 
Sreat blow to hitherto received theories 
on tho subject of water-tight compart- 
ments, a commission will very soon bo 
called after tho opening of parliament. 

The stock market experienced a sudden 
rise this morning, on tho opening of the 
board, in consequence of the news that 
rich developments had boon made in the 
Halo and Norcross mine. Tho North End 
stocks realized incroased prices and con- 
siderable excitement prevailed, though 
tho beliof is entertained that the riso is 
duo to tho manipulation of bosses rather 
than any material improvement in the 
quality of the ore. 

New Yohk, Jan. 20. — It is tho belief 
lioro at tho olubs that young Gebhardt 
was soared out of St. Louis. Peoplo 
familiar with southern society say it is 
lucky for him and also for tho adorablo 
lily they parted before they got further 
south. At Memphis it is thought the 
happy couple would have met with a 
warmer recoption than they had in St. 
Louis. NowBpapers and socioty are ox- 
pressing a good doal of disgust ovor the 
exhibition made by the St. Louis press. 
Mrs. Langtry is now very generally re- 
garded hero as a worse impostor than 
Oscar Wilde, and she is spoken of by 
very many neither as an actress nor a 
lady, and that sho came to this country 
as a fraud in both characters. Sho 
seems to cave nothing, however, for this 
unpleasant notoriety do long as it does 
not have a bad ofFect on hor pocket.
